Topkka, Kan., Sept. 8. — Dr. A. A. Hol- 
comb, State Veterinarian, submitted the fol- 
lowing report to Governor Glick to-day, 
whieli explains itself: 

Km— I have the honor to report that in ac- 
cordance with your verbal Inatruetlons of 
August 32, |s*4, I have proceeded without 
delay to the State of Illinois and t here made 
investigation* into the reported outbreak of 
contagious pl-uro-pneumonia among the cat- 
tle of that State. That the diseaae ia con. 
tagious pneumonia is proven by the history 
;, by the progress of the mal-

ing from the East, and from what is now sup- 
posed to b • the original point of infection. 
The disease was spread in all directions by a 
public sale of Jersey cattle. Not only were 
severnl in the State of Illinois infected "by this 
means, hut several of the cattle sold at the 
gale referred to were sent to other Statea, 
notably Kentucky, Missouri, Nebraska, Iowa 
and '! exas. According to the latest informa- 
tion 1 could gat, abotll n dozen places in 
Illinois had been infected. One place was 
for the lirst time rejsirted on the 31st of Au- 
gust while several other points were sus- 
pected.

In view of the fact set forth in the forego- 
ing report, it is apparent that the most seri- 
ous of disease* which have ever taken place 
west of the Allegheny Mountains now exists 
in Illinois. That it is limited to that State 
can scarcely be expected, when we consider 
how widespread has been the distribution of 
»UMMd animals. That Kentucky is already 
infected is highly probable. That Missouri, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Texas are or soon may 
become infected from animals known to have 
been exposed is at least possible. That Illi- 
nois will succeed in eradicating the disease 
from among the cattle, and at the same time 
protect her neighbors from infection with- 
out adopting more stringent measures 
th.iu those now enforced, is to be hoped 
for. but baldly expected, if we may 
judge from i«ist experience and at- 
tempt** at suppression. Considering all these 
fuels and circumstances, in connection with 
the further fact that, in so far as we know, 
there DM been no animal expos. 1 to con- 
tagious plucro-piicuinoniii which has entered 
th.s SUitc, bttt that wo are exposed to infec- 
tion at any time and from several possible 
sources, and in view of the irreparable injury 
which would result to the immense cattle in- 
terests of this State, and the great difficulty 
tin. i i xpensv ot . indicating it, should this 
great scourge gain u foothold upon our ranges, 
i ilo most urgently recommend thut until ali 
the localities m whicJi the disease exists, have 
been made public, the Statu of Kansas shall 
quarantine against the world, and admit BO 
ca ll, except they undergo a strict quaran- 
tine, for a period ot ninety days.

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A CaDipaigu of Fraud. 

The New York World says: The Re- 
publican campaign is a campaign of fraud 
and pretenses. The white plume of the 
" Knight of Maine" is a fraud. Blaine's 
character is black— his record is black. 
There is nothing chivalrous about him. 
His humiliating appeals to Mulligan, his 
famous sunstroke trick and his resigna- 
tion from the House to escape expulsion 
were craven acts with nothing knightly 
about them. The episode of Ben. Butler 
is a fraud and false petense. Under the 
mask of an anti-monopoly candidate 
Butler is running as the tool of Mr. Blaine 
on a bargain made with Bill Chandler. 
Butler is a money-grabber and the paid 
advocate of monopolies, yet he poses as a 
represenative of labor and anti-mom 
ly for the sole purpose of striving to cheat 
a sufficient number of Democrats out of 
their votes to give Blaine a plurality in 
this State. Blaine's appeal to the Irish- 
American voters is a fraud. For two or 
three years during the existence of the 
" Know-Nothing" party, Blaine was a 
bitter reviler of people of foreign birth, 
especially of Irish Catholics, and did his 
best to prevent their admission to Ameri- 
can citizenship. When he was Secretary 
of the State he made no protest against 
tiie imprisonment of Irish Americans as 
"suspects" in England, and the great 
Buffalo meeting presided over by Gov- 
ernor Cleveland was held to denounce 
his inaction.
